agriculture and that unless farmers can produce and sell crops 
with reasonable assurance of fair profit will be the cause of the 
increasing tide of men and women drifting from the 
farms to 
the cities.

West Texas 
about 1888 the first oil mills were erected to make oil, meal, cake 
and hulls from cotton seed and up to that time cotton seed were 
practically worthless, only a few being fed to long-horn 
milch 
cows who did not relish them much. 
Along about that 
time 
1000 splendid four and five year old Texas long-horn steers were 
assembled in a pasture near Kyle, Texas, and the owners decided 
to put them on cotton seed meal, cake and hulls to fatten them 
for market. 
Heretofore these long-horns had been either driven 
up the trail” to Kansas or in the past few years shipped over the 
I. & G. N. Railway, the first railroad to St. Louis and Chicago. 
The long-horns would not eat the meal and hulls. 
They drank 
water from the troughs, snorted, bellowed and ran all the fat off. 
They bellowed all night and grew thinner and thinner. 
It look­ 
ed like they would starve themselves to death. 
Major E. Nance, 
Capt. Ferg Kyle, Col. W. W. Haupt, Capt. W. J. Good, and Col. R. 
J. Sledge and the writer held a “council of war.” 
Something 
had to be done. c One thousand big Texas long-horn steers ought 
not to starve to death in a wild round and round stampede day 
and night. 
We decided upon a drastic action. 
It was work 
and hard work. 
It would take a force of Mexicans and trained 
cowboys to do the job but it must be done or the big beeves would 
be dead. 
They were roped and thrown and with water pots and 
baseball bats the cotton seed meal and cake were put in 
their 
throats and forced down with water and bats. 
After that 
the 
long-horns readily ate the cotton seed products, were fattened, 
shipped and brought a good price in Chicago.
